This responds to your October 16,2018 request for assistance from the Office of Government 
Information Services (OGIS), pertaining to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to 
the Department of State. Thank you for your patience as we handled your case. 

Congress created OGIS as the Federal FOIA Ombudsman to complement existing FOIA practice 
and procedure; we strive to work in conjunction with the agency’s request and appeal process. 

The goal is for OGIS to allow, whenever practical, the requester to exhaust his or her remedies 
within the agency, including the appeal process. OGIS has no investigatory or enforcement 
power, nor can we compel an agency to release documents. 

In your submission to OGIS, you explain that you submitted a FOIA request to DOS on February 
26,2018; however, you have yet to receive a substantive response. You sought our assistance in 
obtaining information about the status of your request. 

As you may be aware, the FOIA requires agencies to establish a telephone line or Internet 
service that provides information to the requester on the estimated date the agency will complete 
action on a request, 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(7)(B)(ii). Guidance issued by the Department of Justice 
Office of Information Policy (OIP) states that agencies “should make a reasonable judgment as 
to when they believe processing will be complete, based upon what remains to be done in a given 
case and in light of the agency's experience with processing similar requests.” (“OIP Guidance: 
Assigning Tracking Numbers and Providing Status Information for Requests,” November 18, 

2008, http://www.justice.gov/oip/foiapost/2008foiapost30.htm).. 

We contacted DOS to request that DOS provide us with the status and estimated date of completion for 
your request. Unfortunately, DOS was unable to provide us with an estimated date of completion for 
the processing of your request as the FOIA requires. 

We understand your frustration with DOS’s delay in the response to your request. Delays, while 
unfortunate, are an unavoidable aspect of the FOIA for many agencies, particularly those that receive 
as many requests and appeals as DOS. While the agency did not provide an estimated date of 
completion, it may be helpful to know that, according to FOIA.gov reporting, in Fiscal Year 2017, 

DOS responded to simple requests in an average of 373 days and complex requests in an average of 
681 days with the longest response time for simple and complex cases listed as 2067 days and 2822 
days respectively. 
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At this point, you may wish to contact the agency's FOIA Public Liaison (FPL). All Federal 
agencies have an FPL, whose role is to explain the FOIA process and assist requesters with their 
FOIA requests at any stage of the administrative process.
